2. Reference 1s mide to my memorandua of 7 September 
1950 on the above subject, forwarding the Report of the Ad 
Hec Committee on Voice of America Jamming, and noting that 
Reccemendation 3 ef the Report regarding establishment cf an 
additional monitoring facility would be referred to the United 
Stetea Communications Intelligence Board. 


2e The Cheirman of USCIE hae now forwarded to me the 
athacied report wiich recommends, in brief, that an sedditionsal 
monitoring facility be established under the operational direc- 
tion of APSA and delineates the requirements in terms of facti- 
itics, personnel and equipment for the euteblishment of such a 
factiity. This USCIS repert end ite recomendations have the 
unanimous approval of the IAC. 


30 In the light of the USCIB report and further considera- 
tion of the problem, the IAC now submits, for the consideretion 
of the Council in connection with NSC 66, the following fine) 
recommendations which incorporate the recommendations of the 
USCIB report and the recommendations of the earlier ZAC report, 
appropriately revised: 


@, Theat a readhastment of priorities among existing 
intelligence tasks or a reallocation of the use of exist- 
ing intelligence facilities ahowld not be vuederteken, 


b. Thet there should be established an additional
